T h e following 
dispatch 
from 
St. Louis to the Christian Science 
M onitor has been called to atten­ 
tion by a reader of the Journal: 
St. Louis, Mo.— T hat it is fool­ 
ish 
to 
attempt 
to 
quarantine 
a g a in st the alleged disease that 
has so greatly agitated health of­ 
ficials all over the country is the 
claim made by Capt J. N. Dolph 
to a local interviewer here. 
Cap­ 
ta in Dolph is a field director of 
th e Red Cross and has been in 
D enver. Salt Lake City 
and San 
Francisco, as well as other large4’ 
cities, observing alleged 
health 
conditions, and will m ake a report 
on reaching his headquarters in 
W ashington. 
He stated that' his 
re p o rt will insist th a t the so­ 
called ailment Is sporadic in char­ 
acter, that it is in no sense epi­ 
dem ic and that 
quarantines 
are 
foolish so far as “controlling” it 
are concerned. 
His repbrt will 
cite m any instances where persons 
in rem ote places in th e west are 
claim ed to have passed away with 
th e disease, instances when there 
was no possible chance of their 
having come in contact with oth­ 
er people. 


“ Fright spread it here and in 
every other A m erican city,” said 
Captain Dolph in discussing the 
local situation.

it appears here my advice from 
w hat I have observed is that th e 
lid should be lifted off everything 
a n d that some commission be a p ­ 
pointed to keep th e people am us­ 
ed.

LETTER FR O M CHARLES 
L. STORRS IN CHINA 


Rev. Charles L. Storrs, nephew 
o f Prof. H. E. Storrs, and now a 
m issionary in C hina, 
writes 
to 
friends in Jacksonville. 
He was 
in the m ountain resort when he 
wrote. 
M issionaries find, if they 
are to live and work they m ust 
ta k e a summ er vacation. 
The 
pioneers tried 
-working 
tw elve 
m onths a year an d the cem eteries 
soon told the resu lt. 
Nishitu M ountains, China, 
Septem ber 15, 1918. 
It is the end o f the summer so 
th a t I am forcibly reminded that 
m y days of com parative leisure 
are 
swiftly 
draw ing to an end. 
N ext week I go> down to Shaowu, 
twenty-five m iles 
away 
to 
the 
northward, to p u t things in shape 
for the opening of the Han Mel 
B oys’ Academy on the 17th. Mrs. 
Storrs will stay up a week 
or 
ten days longer. 
The m ountain 
a ir is doing her and the little P eg ­ 
gie a deal of good, and Septem ­ 
ber promises to be a pretty hot 
m onth. 
A lready at the bglnning 
o f it we have had tw o days hotter 
than anything th at August gave 
U8. 
It has been a fine two m onths 
for us up here, 3500 feet above 
sea level. 
W e d id n ’t get into our 
m ountain shack or camp as som e 


of you w ould call it, until early 
August. 
D uring July we were the 
guests of the K elloggs who are 
always hospitable and 
gracious. 
Still housing our little family of 
three in addition to their own 
five rather crow ded things and ev­ 
erybody was pleased when the in ­ 
different carpenters had 
gotten 
enough of our roof on to cover 
the kitchen and living room so 
that we could m ove in. 
The big 
open veranda is still 
occupying 
some of m y spare 
time 
placing 
tiles.

We had som e of it covered w ith 
bark for a tim e, until 
a 
husky 
young storm cam e along and rip­ 
ped off quite a stretch of it. 
We have built on the end of a 
ridge below th e W alkers and the 
K elloggs. 
Toward the northwest 
down across a precipitous valley 
is a splendid far stretch of m ore 
than forty m iles.

It is really “sky farming” 
for 
some of the paddies are higher 
than they are w ide. Then too th is 
is a great paper making region 
and high up on m any of the sunny 
slopes the brush is trimmed low 
and covered over with round m ats 
of bamboo fiber bleaching in the 
sun. 
This gives the landscape a 
unique appearance as if 
bits 
of 
winter scenery had strayed into 
the luxuriant 
subtropical 
land­ 
scape. 
There are four households of 
us Jv2re this sum m er. 
The rest of 
our m ission group have gone to 
the sum m ering center, K uliang 
near Foochow, where 
we 
w ere 
last summ er. 
T here are scores of 
beautiful level paths for walking 
and if you w ish to climb, there 
are several splendid old 
peaks 
that tower above us 1000 feet or 
so.

Last Friday Mr. Kellogg and 
took a day o ff and climbed to on e 
of the more distant “Long Moun 
tain.” stretching along tho south­ 
west horizon. 
From it we had a 
m agnificent view in every 
direc­

within a m ysterious deep w ell 
with very cold w ater.

Our school 
and church work keeps us w ithin 
a group of C hinese already moro 
or less enlightened, and tho street 
preaching that w e often do or lit­ 
tle m eetings in homes of Chris­ 
tians affords only very respectful 
and considerate hearings for our 
message. 
We hope that you are not being 
disturbed by the stories of the 
conditions 
of 
unrest that pre­ 
vail in our province and thruout 
China. 
Last night a letter from 
tho consul at 
Foochow 
warned 
us against travel in some twenty 
districts, but none of them are 
within our 
Shaow u 
field. 
For­ 
tunately we are very 
quiet 
in 
these regards, and safer I should 
judge than if we were living at 
the capital. 
H ero and there we 
get stories of highw ay robberies, 
but even these rascals ate slow to 
tackle foreigners, knowing that 
then the venal 
indifferent 
au ­ 
thorities would have 
to 
bestir 
them selves and get nfter the m is­ 
creants.

Order Came From War Depart­ 
m ent Saturday—-Lieut. 
Hard­ 
wick in Demobilization Work. 


Lieut. Pleas Hardwick of the S. 
A. T. C. unit at Illinois college, 
who left for Chicago last night, 
is to remain there a number of 
days to receive instruction in the 
government’s demobilization plans 
as applied to S. A. T. C. units. 
Subsequent to this period of in­ 
struction he will be engaged in 
this work for a num ber of weeks. 
The first unit to be demobilized 
will be that of Illinois boltage and 
it is expected that the date will 
be approximately Dec. 21. 
The order came Saturday night 
from 
military 
authorities 
at 
Washington directing the distri­ 
bution of 
the 
arm y 
uniforms 
which recently arrived for mem­ 
bers of the unit. 
In this regard 
military rule will be followed and 
members of the unit will be en­ 
titled to wear their uniforms for 
a period of 90 days following de­ 
mobilization and they must then 
be returned to the 
government. 
This is the plan which affects all 
army m en released from the ser­ 
vice. 
This does not apply to of­ 
ficers, since they purchase and 
own their own uniforms.
